BARON MEYENDORFF 
ON BOLSHEVISM. 


HOW THE ALLIES MIGHT 


HELP RUSSIA. 


Reuter’s Agency states that Baron Meyendorff, 
Vice-President of the Third Russian Duma, and 
Professor of Law at the University of Petro- 
grad, has just reached London as a refugee. 
He speaks in terms of gratitude of the action 
of the British Admiral at Riga and the captain 
of the Princess Margaret, who gavé such. splen- 
did help in rescuing over four hundred persons, 
including himself, when Riga was taken by the 
Bolshevists less than three weeks ago. After 
experiencing eleven months of the Bolshevists 'n 
Petrograd, Baron Meyendorff went as a refugee 
to Livonia, and, to use his own words, having 
lost his estates and belongings, and the possi- 
bility of working for his country, is, im truth, a 
pauper, | 

Reuter’s representative, in interviewing Baron 
Meyendorff, expressed anxiety to learn if there 
was any other aspect of Bolshevism beyond 
that already made .public both in London and 
Paris by M. Oudendijk, M. Scavenius, and 
others, who had given evidence before the Allied 
delegates at the Conference. 

Baron Meyendorff said :—It is clear that the 
statesmen in Paris are sincerely anxious to hear 
all sides of the question. It is also certain that 
labour all over the world is deeply interested. 
But there may be a little suspicion regarding 
accounts from refugees like myself, who have 
lost everything, ade from diplomats, and it iS, | 
perhaps, not unnatural that people should ask 
if there is not another aspect of Bolshevism. 
Personally, I would say that I agree entirely 
with the evidence that has been given by the 
statesmen you mention as to the real meaning 
of Bolshevism, and especially as to its methods 
of administration. As things stand now, Bol- 
shevism is nething but a caricature ol Socialism, 
and most dangerous foe. Personally, | am 
against any Allied recognition of the Bolshevist 
Government in present circumstances, and L de 
not believe ine Allied armed | imtervention. 
Thougif this might destroy the existmg Bol- 
shevist Government, it would not exterminate 
Bolshevism in the minds of the people, and 
would not definitely stop its expansion. Tt could 
only be a palliative, and would not cure the 
sores However, { would make an excepuon an 
the case of those portions of former Russia, 
where Bolshevism exists only on the surtace, 
Some parts of the country are now enjoying 
what 1 mav call the honeymoon oi Bolshevism ;

BOLSHEVISTS. 

A Times war telegram, dated Copenhagen, 
January éis says: The Bertingske Tidende 
publishes a letter written to his friends by the 
Russian Army physician, Dr. Evdokomoff, from 
Gradenfrei, Silesia.

THE GERMAN ARMY COMMAND. 
The Minister of War, says a Berlin telegram 
io Amsterdam, with the approval of the Go 
vernment and the Central Council of the 
Soldiers’ and Workers’ Councils, has come to a 
provisional arrangement with regard to all 
questions eoncerning the command and posi- 
tion in the German Army. and the sna of 
the Soldiers’ Councils, The Council of the 
People’s Mandatories, which “has hitherto held 
the supreme command, will transfer its powers 
to tlie Minister of War, who will be responsible 
to it. Leaders of the troops who exercise com- 
mand will be responsiblé to the Government 
and their superior officers; the Soldiers’ Coun- 
cils will supervise the actions of their leaders. 
They will also share responsibility for all social 
and economic regulations regarding the soldiers. 
Privates and non-commissioned officers will be 
eligible as officers. Officers will be recognisable 
by a dark biue cloth stripe on the left sleeve, 
but-all other marks of distinction will ‘be 
abolished. The obligation to salute will be re- 
ciprecal, but will be abolished ‘in large towns 
and in public meeting places.

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LORD CAVAN'S HOME- 
COMING. 


TRIBUTE TO THE ITALIAN ARMi, 
STATESMEN AND THE LEAGUE OF 
NATIONS. 

General the Karl of Cavan, on his —o 
from ltaly, was presented with the honor 
‘freedom of St. Albans yesterday, and wiis 
given a hearty welcome. Motoring from their 
home at Wheathampstead,the General and Lady 
Cavan were met at the entrance to the city 
by a Victoria, to which they transferred, and 
were drawn to the ‘Town Hall) by farmer?, 
escorted by followers and subscribers of the 
Herts.

In reply, Lord Cavan said that he did not 
think the work of the italian Army was yet 
understood in England. He would quote four 
plain historical facts, and leave his audience to 
draw their own conclusions. In 1915 the 
Italians were nominally allied with our 
enemies, but in spite of that, they came out on 
the side of right. Secondly, in the days of 
their darkness and disaster, in 1917, he met 
the Army in full retreat, and thought, recovery . 
was practically im ible until reinforcements 
arrived from England and France. He sew, 
however, the Italian Army, shaken though it 
was, stand firm on the Piave, and allow French 
and British reinforcements to get up to them 
unscathed. The feat was to their everlastiyg 
credit. Thirdly, on June 15th last, the Itali 
Army. was attacked by the whole might of the 
Austrian Army, With the advantage. of some 
eleven divisions. The attacks was completely 
defeated, and within three weeks the Italians 
had not only won back any small position of 
ground they had losi, but gained important 
ground, which saved Venice. Fourthly, when 
General Diag decided that he was strong 
enough to launch his blow the Itahan Army 
attaeked: with a vigour that could not be sur- 
i passed. by any Army in the world.

LAW REPORTS. 


Railway Garonial Guarantees.—In tha Chancery 
Division, before Mr. Justice Powell, an action came 
on tor hearing in which the Cork County Council 
and Eugene Cailanan were plaintiits and the Cork, 
Bandon, and South Coast Railway Company were 
defendants. The plaintiffs claimed that a som ol 
£59,153 13/1, together with the costs and. ex- 
penses of levying same were well charged upon the 
railway aid undertaking authorised by the Hien 
Valley Railway (Bantry Extension) Act, 1878, ane 
the net receipts from same, and (hat the said sum 
and costs and expenses were repayabie to the, plain- 
tiffs in ptioriiy to the payment of dividend pn an) 
shares of the Bantry Extension on accou t, and 
the appointment of a teceiver or other relief. By 
the Act referred to the construction of the Banir) 
Extension Raifway, eleven miles long, was 
authorised. The capital amounted to £70,000—- 
£40,000 A, or baronial guaranteed shares, and

poses the extension line was worked as a separate 
undertaking. Section 33 prqayided that the conir-
